unrestrained hilarity. 
The survey discloses a widespread belief by public 
officials, pohce chiefs, industrial concerns and civic lead­ 
ers that proper leadership, exerted now*, can divert the 
public’s emotional reaction to victory in Europe from 
riotous and reckless celebration to dignified and pur­ 
poseful observance, and thus make of \ -Day a day of 
commemoration and dedication. 
A ccordingly, there is a strong accent on religious 
services in V-Day programs now being planned, and 
repeated plans and suggestions for bars and taverns to 
be closed. In many places the ringing of church bells, 
rather than the shriek of sirens, will bring the news of 
victory. 
“There very evidently is a definite feeling through­ 
out the nation,” said Col. John Stilwell, president of the 
council, “that too many American boys have fallen and 
too many are still rn danger to make V-Day a day of 
carousal.’’ 
The council's survey shows that most communities 
alread y have under way definite and coordinated plans 
to prevent violence, accidents and destruction of prop­ 
erty by the following emergency control measures: 
1. 
Closing of bars and taverns on V-Day and V -N ight— 
in some cases by voluntary action of tavern keepers. 
2. 
Strengthening of police, fire and other protective agencies 
by us of auxiliary’ and reserve personnel, w ith cancellation of 
all leaves and a call for full 24-hour duty. 
3. 
Blocking off of congested and para :e areas, w ith routes 
kept open for em ergency equipm ent. 
4. 
Closing of schools, industrial plants, departm ent stores 
and other places of business—but only a fte r special V-Day 
ceremonies have kept pupils and w orkers off the streets until 
emergency control m easures have b^en established by police. 
Some plants will not close. 
5. 
Opening of churches, w ith special services, either de­ 
nom ination or united. 
6. 
R estricted leaves foi personnel a t nearby Arm y and 
Navy bases, w ith special ceremonies on posts and stations. 
7. 
Guarding of fire alarm boxes to prevent false alarm s. 
8. 
Expanded transportation facilities to reduce congestion. 
The National Safety Council’s own V-Day suggestion 
is: 
DONT MAKE V-DAY A SPREE DAY! 


REPORTORIAL INSTINCT 
One of the most arresting quotes from the latest 
Quebec conference came, to our mind, in the first day’s 
story when Mr. Roosevelt called out to Mr. Churchill, 
Eleanor is here”.
